Senior  Class  History 


September,  1929.  Nearly  a  thousand  school  children  are  going  for  the  first  time 
to  Ealeigh's  newest  high  school.  The  building  is  only  a  little  better  than  half  done, 
none  of  the  floors  have  linoleum,  the  gymnasium's  roofing  is  incomplete,  and  there 
is  a  round  hole  in  the  front  of  the  building,  evidently  waiting  to  be  filled  with  a 
clock.  The  students  assemble  in  the  gymnasium  for  assignment  to  home  rooms. 
After  much  confusion  the  student  body  settles  down  to  a  season  of  exciting  football 
games  and  Yo-Yos.    The  freshman  class  elects  Harry  Faulkner  as  its  President. 

September,  1930.  The  school  is  much  improved.  The  hole  is  filled  with  a  clock 
and  the  unsightly  field  in  front  of  the  building  is  graded  for  the  sowing  of  a  lawn. 
William  Henry  Shaw  from  Durham  has  succeeded  Paul  S.  Daniel  as  Principal  of 
Needham  Broughton  High  School.  The  football  team  has  class ;  they  win  every 
game  in  the  Eastern  Conference  but  lose  the  State  Championship  to  Charlotte,  14-6. 
This  year  is  Raleigh  High's  peak  in  sports,  for  the  basketball  team  comes  near  to 
winning  the  State  Championship,  only  to  lose  to  Charlotte.  The  first  high  school 
boxing  championship  is  won  by  the  first  team  ever  to  represent  Raleigh  High.  This 
year  the  class  of  '33  has  Margaret  Owen  for  President  and  Billy  Hawkins,  who 
didn't  want  to  be  elected,  for  secretary. 

September,  1931.  The  Class  of  '33  is  proud  of  its  new  right  to  be  called  "upper 
class-men."  At  the  beginning  of  school  every  student  is  gladdened  to  learn  that 
the  session  is  cut  to  eight  months  this  year.  The  class  of  '33  feels  quite  honored 
over  the  fact  that  they  have  won  three  places  out  of  four  on  the  Triangular  Debating 
Team.  These  winners  are  Arch  Newbold,  Catherine  Martin,  and  Wade  Marr.  For 
the  second  consecutive  year  the  Daniel  Boone  Essay  Cup  is  won  by  Margaret  Owen, 
of  the  Class  of  '33.  Katherine  Metcalf  wins  the  great  honor  of  the  presidency  of 
the  Student  Council  Congress.  Katherine  Martin  presides  over  our  Junior  Class 
meetings  in  which  we  discuss  ways  of  paying  for  the  Junior-Senior  banquet. 

September,  1932.  The  class  of  '33  is  now  in  its  full  glory.  It  is  being  rumored 
around  the  school  that  '33  is  the  most  undignified  of  Senior  Classes.  The  big  debate 
about  the  presidential  candidates  takes  place  and  the  Democratic  candidate,  Wade 
Marr,  wins.  A  play,  Hero  by  the  Hour,  is  given  in  which  S.  G.  Riggs,  Katherine 
Metcalf,  and  Robert  Ponton  show  excellent  dramatic  ability.  Katherine  Metcalf 
has  succeeded  Wade  Marr  as  president  of  our  class  and  we  are  looking,  not  without 
regret,  to  the  time  when  we  shall  no  longer  be  organized  as  the  class  of  '33.

THE  Student  Council  has  accomplished  four  big  projects  this  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  after  everyone  had  settled  down  to  work,  it  was 
suggested  by  the  Social  Committee,  with  Mary  Poyner  as  chairman,  that  a  tea  be  given 
in  honor  of  the  new  students  and  faculty.    It  proved  to  be  a  success,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  tea  will  be  observed  as  an  annual  affair. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Broughton  High  School  the  Student  Council  pub- 
lished a  handbook.  Virginia  Carpenter  was  chairman  of  the  committee  which  super- 
vised the  publishing  of  the  handbook.  The  purpose  of  the  book  is  to  acquaint  each 
student  with  the  activities  which  take  place  in  the  school  and  to  give  him  all  necessary 
information.  This  handbook  is  to  last  for  four  years,  after  which  the  Council  will 
revise  it  or  publish  a  new  one.  The  handbook  proved  to  be  successful  and  useful,  not 
alone  to  the  students  of  this  school,  for  there  were  several  requests  made  by  other 
schools  in  the  state  for  copies  of  it. 

This  year  the  Council  had  the  honor  of  having  Katherine  Metcalf,  one  of  its  mem- 
bers, as  president  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Student  Council  Congress,  which  was 
held  in  Kinston.  The  subject  of  the  Congress  was  "Citizenship,"  on  which  the  president 
prepared  a  very  interesting  and  beneficial  program.  The  delegates  from  Broughton 
High  School,  the  president,  vice  president,  and  secretary  of  the  Council,  took  a  prominent 
part  in  the  discussion  of  the  different  phases  of  the  subject. 

For  the  last  two  years  the  Council  has  sponsored  a  clean-up  campaign.  This  year, 
instead  of  lasting  for  just  a  week,  the  campaign  continued  until  the  close  of  school. 
The  committee  in  charge  of  cleaning  the  school,  with  Katherine  Metcalf  as  chairman, 
resented  its  plans  to  the  school  and  as  a  result  the  school  building  and  grounds  were 
Jmproved  to  a  great  extent. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Arch  Newbold,  the  President  of  the  Student  Council,  these 
M<ffiS~of  the  year  have  successfully  led  the  students  toward  a  happier  cooperation 
ix-school  society.
